and with a sufficient acreage planted, 
the erection of an immense reduction 
factory would be assured. 


Hamilton infers that his company 
anticipates the construction of a sugar 
beet factory near here wnen the beets 
have been thoroughly tested on this 
soil. 
He says that a demonstration 
of what can be done in the sugar beet 
Industry will determine the outcome 
of the plan. 
It is probable the Uni- 
versity of Neiada experiment. station 
will send the company sample of beets 
grown on Irrigated lands here and 
analyses of the 
sacchariine matter 
contained in the samples. 
In Colorado and Southern Califor- 


nia, 
where the soil is similar to that 
here, the culture of .sugar bei^ts has 
been extremely profitable, and sev- 
eral million dollar factories have been 
built. 
By the government irrigation 
project at Fallon 200,000 acres of fer- 
tile soli, soil fit for growing beets, will 
be made ready for cultivation, and this 
land would supply a factory with beets 
if built here.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


HOW TO REGULATE RATES 


T 


HE Mina Miner makes a plea for the estab- 


lishment of a state railway commission. It 


speaks of the high freight rates and says that the 
Texas, Indiana and Missouri railway commis- 
sions have "succeeded in lifting the freight bur- 
den from the shoulders of the producer and con- 
sumer.'' 


The esteemed Miner is not to be blamed for 


roasting the railways and it is quite right in de- 
claring that the "outrageous 
freight 
charges 


have done mfrrc to retard the development of the 
mines of the state than any other one thing." 


We do not agree with "Brother Thick, however, 


in considering the establishment of a railway 
commission in this state as being an adequate 
remedy for the present 
condition 
of 
affairs. 


Texas has really gained nothing from her com- 
mission, although at one time there were hopes 
that she would do so. Indiana's commission de- 
votes its principal attention to warehouses; and 
competition, both of electric roads and of oppos- 
ing steam lines, is the controlling 
factor 
in 


freights. In Massachusetts the principal field of 
endeavor has been to force the roads to do away 
with grade crossings. There, the duties seem to 
be more of a police nature than anything else. In 
old Missouri, the commission has accomplished 
nothing. 


Or. the other hand we have in California a 


beautiful example of a railway commission com- 
posed of three members, everyone of whom owed 
iiis nomination originally to the Southern Pa- 
cific company and who will certainly never do 
anything to displease that corporation. 
The in- 


vestigations, by the California!! body have been 


farcical. 
Nevada certainly does not want the 


rate-making power to be handed over to any such 
possible commission. 


There is no question whatever of the right of 


the people to regulate railway corporations. The 
United States courts have decided in the Peik 
case, the action of Chicago against Ackley and 
the Winoria railway case (all reported in 94 
United States reports), that as the duties of a 
common carrier are public duties, such carrier 
is subject to regulation and control by the legis- 
lature. 
It is further established by the decision 


in the case of Thurman against Wells (18 Barb. 
500), that the responsibilities of a common car- 
rier are fixed by considerations of public policy. 


The law is all right, as the editor of the Miner 


will sec. It is merely a question of the people get- 
ting all that they can under the law. And, in 
cur opinion, they will be better served by leaving 
these questions to their representatives in the 
legislature, who are directly responsible to them 
and know the needs of their districts, than to 
give control to two or three men. We do not like 
to proceed on even a hypothetical assumption that 
Nevadans would be corrupt, but the case of Cal- 
ifornia demonstrates that the railways have founcl 
it much easier to control a majority in a body of, 
three than they would find it to control a major- 
ity of an entire legislature. 


Let us have' railway rates regulated by all 


means, but it is not necessary to wait for prob- 
lematical commissioners to do it. 
The coming 


session of the legislature could have nothing of 
more importance before it than the regulation of 
railway rates in the state of Nevada. 
Let our 


senators and assemblvmen show their mettle.
